of New York, were remarkably animated—the Bishop of Oxford and Sir 
Benjamin Brodie and others opposing, and Professor Huxley, Dr. Hooker, and 
others, warmly supporting Mr. Darwin’s theories. The differences on the 
subject appear almost to have ripened into a scientific feud, and the severe 
retort of Professor Huxley to the Bishop of Oxford’s appeal, which our jour- 
nals have wisely softened down, has afforded a great subject for Oxford gos- 
sips.

Joun Witey has got out the fifth volume of “ Modern Painters,” by John 
Ruskin. It is divided into parts 6, 7, and 8, which are respectively upon 
Leaf Beauty, Cloud Beauty, and Ideas of Relation (of invention formal and 
invention spiritual), At the conclusion of his Preface, Mr. Ruskin, having 
given some reasons for the long interval between this volume and the pre- 
ceding, observes: “‘In the main aim and principle of the, book, there is no 
variation, from its first syllable to its last. It declares the perfectness and 
eternal beauty of the Work of God; and tests all work of man by concur- 
rence with, or subjection to that. And it differs from most books, and has a 
chance of being in some respects better for the difference, in that it has not 
been written either for fame, or for money, or for conscience’ sake, but of ne- 
cessity. It has not been written for praise. Had I wished to gain present 
reputation, by a little flattery adroitly used in some places, a sharp word or 
two withheld in others, and the substitution of verbiage generally for invest- 
igation, I could have made the circulation of these volumes tenfold what it 
has been in modern society. Had I wished for future fame, I should have 
written one volume, not five. Also, it has not been written for money. In 
this wealth-producing country, seventeen years’ labor could hardly have 
been invested with less chance of equivalent return. Also, it has not been 
written for conscience’ sake. I had no definite hope in writing it; still less 
any sense of its being required of me as a duty. It seems to me, and seemed 
always, probable that I might have done much more good in some other 
way. But it has been written of necessity. I saw an injustice done, and 
tried to remedy it. I heard falsehood taught, and was compelled to deny it. 
Nothing else was possible to me. I knew not how little or how much mght 
come of the business, or whether I was fit for it; but here was the lie full 
set in front of me, and there was no way round it, but only over it. So 
that, as the work changed like a tree, it was also rooted like a tree—not 
where it would, but where need was; on which, if any fruit grow such as 
you can like, you are welcome to gather it without thanks; and so far as it 
is poor or bitter, it will be your justice to refuse it without reviling.” 


Suetpon & Co, issue several new works. “The Treasury of Scripture 
Stories” contains stories of Samson, Noah, Ruth, Samuel, David, Joseph, il- 
lustrated with a number of spirited colored prints, very attractive to youth. 
The second volume of Abbott’s series of American Histories for youth is de- 
voted to the Discovery of America, and is embellished with many illustra- 
tions after designs by well-known artists. “Forty Years’ Experience in 
Sunday-schools,” by Stephen H. Tyng, D. D., rector of St. George’s Church, 
New York, who says: “The importance of the subject of this little volume 
none can doubt. There is a familiarity in treating it, and a desultory method 
pursued in its discussion which may be considered inappropriate for a book. 
I have only to say, the chapters herein contained, were so many distinct let- 
ters eddressed to a friend who was the Superintendent of a Sunday-school, at 
his own request. After a publication in the Independent had given them a 
very extensive circulation, their compact publication in the present form was 
also solicited. They are the simple language of personal experience and ob- 
servation in the field of which they treat. They may be the instrument of 
suggesting other and better thoughts and experience to other minds. I ean 
not but hope they will be made useful to many. If they shall but set Chris- 
tians and ministers to thinking, inquiring, and speaking, even in opposition 
to some of the sentiments they contain, they will do good. There ean be but 
one result to which conscientious thought and inquiry must lead, and with 
that the end and purpose of the book will be so far attained. To his brethren 
in the ministry of the whole Church of our Lord Jesus Christ, and to his sym- 
pathizing friends, the Sunday-school teachers in all the Churches, the author 
gratefully presents his little work, praying for their countenance, and the 
Lord’s blessing.” Also, “Stories of Scotland and its Adjacent Islands,” by 
Mrs. Thomas Geldart, author of “Truth is Everything,” “ Emilie the Peace- 
maker,” etc., ete. 


T. Netson & Sons favor us with several recent publications. ‘‘ Glimpses 
of Ocean Life ; or, Rock-Pools and the Lessons they Teach,” by John Harper, 
F. R. 8. S. A., author of “The Sea-side and Aquarium,” ete. The volume is 
very prettily got up, and contains a number of beautifully tinted illustrations 
by the Author. “Our Trip to Egypt,” is by the author of “The Better 
Way,” “ Mabel Grant,” ete., and was written during a residence in Grand 
Cairo. ‘Travels Pictures; or, Scenes and Adventures in Foreign Lands,” 
by B. B. This volume is “ the first of a series intended to make the study of 
geography attractive to the young.” ‘The World's Birthday: a Book for 
the Young, is by Professor L. Gaussen, Geneva, author of “It is Written,” 
ete. Also anew edition, altered and improved, by the Rev. Charles Simeon, 
of “ Prayers and Offices of Devotion; for Families, and for Particular Per- 
sons, upon most Occasions,” by Benjamin Jenks. 


Cuarctes B. Nerton has got out “Surgical and Practical Observations on 
the Diseases of the Human Foot, with Instructions for their Treatment: to 
which is added, Advice on the Management of the Hand,” by I. Zacharie, 
surgeon chiropodist. It is illustrated with six colored plates. 

G. P. Purnam in continuation of his new and beautiful edition of Irving’s 
complete works, has issued the “Tales of a Traveller, by Geoffrey Crayon, 
Esq., Gent.” The volume is illustrated by several engravings. 
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Ticxnor & Frevps have got out “The Eighth Commandment,” by Charles 
Reade, who says : “Justice is the queen of the virtues, and the durable policy 
of men and nations. To urge on behalf of justice, that, in literary commerce, 
and in all other trades and transactions, she pays best in the long run, is to 
lower her; for if she did not pay at all, our arms ought to fly open to her, so 
good and beautiful a thing she is. U nluckily [have to plead for her, not to 
angels, but to members of Parliament. Now these are mixed men, and must 
be handled accordingly. Some of them can rise to noble sentiments; others 
can rise, with a little shove from the feathered lever, to long-sighted views of 
national interest ; and others can rise to nothing; they represent a large con- 
stituency. ‘Those two classes in Parliament and the nation will now be in- 
vited to cleanse the country of an unwise iniquity, Should the appeal fail, I 
shall have to go on blushing for the people I was born among Stull consent 
to fail, if I cannot convince my men of honor that the act in question is un- 
just and pertidious, and my men of sense that it is shallow, unstatesmanlike, 
and impolitic. For the last nine years we have been juggling an ally ; the 
very one that ought to have been sacred trom our * tricks of trade.” For it 
is the first ally that has ever fought by our side without sending us in a bill. 
Other nations have been our mercenaries, but this is our brother in arms. 
Our individual victims have been as ill selected as their nation. The French 
dramatic authors are men, to defraud whom is to disgrace one’s self: first, be- 
cause they are about the most distinguished body in the entire world; see- 
ondly, because their publie acts, recorded in British and other journals, are 
very just, generous, and delicate. The English are never unanimous in injus- 
tice. A few remonstrating voices have been raised at intervals. I myself 
have spoken a word or two, and done a thing or two, and been bespattered 
with a calumny or two, and bled a hundred pounds or two, in this sacred 
cause; and, so far as my personal narrative can aid the general argument, :t 
shall be fortheoming in its place. But grander figures shall pass before your 
eves. Iam but an heir to their intelligence, and their views of policy and 
right. And here it is only fair to utter a warning that may perhaps part me 
and half my readers on the spot. Loose thinkers assume that a gentleman 
who writes fiction in his novels must write fiction in his essays, and his ree- 
ords of fact. Non sequitur. To import the charming defects of fiction into 
History and Criticism would be to corrupt fair Science, and offend rectitude 
and good sense. My tubs must stand each on its own bottom. All I ean 
here promise my habitués is not to wash the color out of those true incidents I 
have to record.” Also, “ The Wild Sports of India: with Remarks on the 
Breeding and Rearing of Horses, and the Formation of Light Irregular Caval- 
ry,” by Captain Henry Shakespear, Commandant Nagpore Irregular Force. 
The author observes: “Since the commencement of this work, England has 
been surprised and horrified by the terrible mutiny and revolt of the Bengal 
army, and by the eruel enormities committed by men who had taken the oath 
of fealty and allegiance to the East India Government. It is not too much to 
say that, in many eases, young and gallant gentlemen, descended from the 
chivalry of England, have fallen helpless and almost unresisting victims, who, 
had they been acquainted with the use of their weapons, and accustomed to 
handle them, as well as manage their horses at speed, might have escaped, 
or, at least, have sold their lives dearly, and died in arms. Courage without 
skill will not avail in the time of danger : and men of great natural courage 
will, from being unaccustomed to scenes of peril, lose their presence of mind 
at such moments. Knowledge such as is called for in the examination of can- 
didates for cadetcies is very useful, and actually necessary: such also as is 
acquired on the parade-ground is likewise necessary ; but they are not the 
only kinds of knowledge required by the soldier. One man, accustomed to 
look danger in the face, feeling the consciousness of superiority over his enemy 
from knowledge of his weapons, is, at the hour of peril, worth a host of men 
who have not had similar training. Danger which would appall others, is to 
such a man a delight: and almost as necessary to him as the breath of life, is 
the excitement attending such scenes. I must beg my reader to be indulgent, 
and to forgive many mistakes and ill-worded sentences in the following pages ; 
requesting him to bear in mind that those who are in the habit of taking 
much out-door exercise, can rarely brook the restraint required to keep them 
steadily at work writing a book. ‘This child’—as the American most hap- 
pily terms himself, when very innocent—inherited a love of sport, and with 
it a seat on horseback, quite at variance with a seat at a desk, From using 
the spear, his right hand soon became a great deal too hard and unpliant to 
use the pen, Thus this book trusts for support only to its matter and utility. 
That a thirst for adventure, and a love of excitement and danger may be en- 
gendered in the hearts of the rising generation, and that England’s sons may 
rouse themselves from their beds of luxury and ease— 


‘Wield the keen brand and poise the ready spear, 
And back the wild horse in his wild career,’ 


is the earnest wish of the author, and aim of this work.”
